ALCALA PARK — San Diegans may 
feel disappointed but they sHould not feel 
discouraged with word that Pope John 
Paul II is not yet ready to beatify 
Franciscan Father Junipero Serra, the 
pastor at Mission San Diego de Alcala 
said Tuesday. 

““These things take time, and you can’t 
really expect 
procedures it has used for hundreds of 
years,’’ Msgr. I. Brent Eagen said. ‘‘It 
would have been nice if Father Serra 
could have been beatified while the pope’s 
inthe United States; but it will eventually 
happen, I think. It’s not a question of ‘if.’ 
It’s a question of ‘when.’ 

Msgr. 
beatification of Father Serra will take 
place next year, when the pope visits 
Majorca, the Franciscan’s birthplace. 

Father Serra, who founded Mission 
San Diego de Alcala in 1769, later 
established - eight 
throughout California. 

He is credited with evangelizing the 
area for the Catholic Church and, for the 
last 
pushing his candidacy for sainthood. 

He was declared ‘‘venerable”’ in 1985, 

The second step toward sainthood is 
beatification. The pope has scheduled a 
visit to Father Serra’s grave in Carmel 
Sept. 17, and a number of Californians 
had hoped the pontiff would beatify the 
Spanish missionary at that time.

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Parishes 
are laying 
foundation 


Buildings are next — 
for 8 new churches

ALCALA PARK — Many Catholics 
take their worshipping space for granted. 
Listening to the Gospel from wooden 
pews and attending meetings in the 
church hall are simply part of Catholic 
life. 

Yet such scenarios are but. distant 
images to San Diego’s ‘‘churchless’’ » 
parishioners, the 2,140 families who 
belong to the diocese’s eight newest 
parishes. 

Forseeing enormous growth in the San 
Diego diocese, Bishop Leo T. Maher 
announced the establishment of seven 
new parishes in 1985. 

One year earlier, Corpus Christi parish 
was also formed in Bonita. 

“The diocese is more vibrant and 
enthusiastic’ than ever,’’ Bishop Maher 
said when he founded new parishes in 
Scripps Ranch (St. Gregory the Great); 
Palm City (St. Jerome); Del Mar (St. 
William); Carlsbad (St. Thomas More); 
Escondido (St. Timothy); El Cajon (St. 
Luke); and Rancho Santa Fe (initially 
known as Holy Sepulchre, but now is 
Church of the Nativity). 

This fall, these seven parishes are 
celebrating their second anniversary, but 
not in the pews of their church or on 
hardwood floors of a social center. 

Instead they will celebrate — as they 
have for nearly two years — at school 
auditoriums, leased office spaces, country 
clubs and mortuary chapels. 

For a variety of reasons, only one of the 
eight new parishes has actually begun 
construction. Two have yet to purchase 
land. 

Church of the Nativity won final 
approval by the County Board of 
Supervisors in May to build its home near 
Fairbanks Ranch, on property it 
purchased in January 1985. 

The green light came one year after 
initial building approval. However, 
objections from the San Dieguito 
Citizens’ Planning Group halted 
groundbreaking. This citizens’ group was 
concerned, among other things, about 
traffic congestion and the scale of the 
project. 

The pastor, Father Dennis Clark, said 
construction of a ‘‘pastor’s cottage’’ and 
parish offices began in June and is 
expected to be completed by Christmas. 

The parish roster has increased from 75 
registered families in 1985 to 290 families. 
“‘We have new people registering every 
week,’’ Father Clark said. 

Masses are held at Rancho Santa Fe 
School on Saturdays and Whispering 
Palms Country Club on Sundays. ‘‘I’m 
proud of the community (for their 
perseverence) in spite of the difficult 
circumstances of the golf course,’’ he 
said. 

Services behind the club’s bar are 
distracted by the sound of blenders and 
passing golfers. 
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Diocese celebrates Feast of Assumption Aug. 15

In local churches, the liturgy for this 
feast will be celebrated the evening of 
Aug. 14 and the following morning. 
Evening Masses.on Aug. 15 will use the 
liturgy for the 20th Sunday in ordinary 
time, according to the diocesan Office of 
Liturgy and Prayer. 

The feast commemorates Mary’s being 
assumed into heaven at the end of her life 
on earth. This truth of faith was 
proclaimed a dogma by Pope Pius XII in 
1950. 

The Assumption is one of the oldest 
and most solemn feasts of Mary. Its 
history can be traced to the seventh 
century when its celebration was 
established at Jerusalem and Rome. 

In a homily delivered on last year’s 
feast of the Assumption, Pope John Paul 
II said that Mary has become a “‘great 
sign’? of the covenant of salvation 
between God and mankind. Mary was 
“eternally predestined to be the mother of 
the Son of God”’ and to play an important 
role in the message of salvation, he added. 

The feast is a sign of hope for humanity 
because Mary’s assumption is the result 
of the victory won by Christ for 
humanity’s sake, the pope said.

Ships are anchor of deacon’s ministry

POINT LOMA — Deacon Bill Pollock 
has viewed ships sliding in and out of San 
Diego Harbor from his hillside home the 
past 14 years. 

Since February, some of these ships 
have. become stem and stern of his 
ministry as chaplain of the-Port of San 
Diego. In the past five months he has 
boarded more than 50 cargo and cruise 
ships and offered assistance to over 300 
seafarers. 

He works under the direction of the 
Apostleship of the Sea, an international 
Catholic society organized to bring the 
church to seafarers. Bishop Rene Gracida 
of the Diocese of Corpus Christi, Texas, 
serves as episcopal promoter of the 

"society. 

Deacon Pollock provides a lifeline of 
services, which helps the men survive the 
loneliness and boredom inherent in their 
work. 

Some seafarers spend 95 percent of 
their time at sea. Those without visas 
cannot leave their ships and are confined 


there for months at a time. Seeing the | 


new face of a chaplain is a welcome 
change, he said. 

Two days a week he meets ships from 
all parts of the world. Some dock in San 
Diego for a few hours, others for several 
weeks. Although most are cargo vessels, 
he also ministers to the crew on cruise 
ships. 

He coordinates his schedule with Rev. 
Bill Kelly-Fleming of the United Church 
of Christ, another local seamen’s 
chaplain. 

After welcoming the captain and crew 
to San Diego, the deacon sells them 
postage stamps and exchanges their dollar 
bills for quarters to use in public 
telephones. 

He shares the excitement of the men 
momentarily united with their loved ones 
after weeks of separation. 

The chaplain also carries a supply of 
material such as picture postcards, decks 
of cards and directories of Christian 
seamen’s centers throughout the world. 
Some request prayer cards and pamphlets 
of catechetical stories he obtains from the 
society’s headquarters in Corpus Christi,

Texas. The religious materials are 
available in English and Spanish, he said. 
He loans videocassettes on_ religious 
topics supplied by a priest in Kentucky. 
Many ships have VCR’s and return the 
cassettes at the next port, he explained. 
He also distributes copies of ‘‘National 
Geographic’? and ‘‘Readers Digest’’ 
supplied by St. Agnes Church’s Catholic 


Daughters of the Americas. He gives. 


Portuguese crew members copies of a 
journal written in their language, 
furnished by Manuel Salvador, a fellow 
St. Agnes parishioner. 

Often Deacon Pollock goes more than 
an extra mile for the men he serves. 

He drives them in his van to tourist 
attractions and shopping centers in San 
Diego. 

When a German captain told the 
chaplain he needed an electronic part for 
his radar equipment, Deacon Pollock 
drove him to a Point Loma supply store to 
buy it. The deacon emphasized the need 


to build positive relationships with the 
captains, some of whom come to. San 
Diego regularly. 

The chaplain gave marriage 
preparation instructions to a Puerto 
Rican seaman and a woman from 
Guadalajara, who was living in the San 
Diego area with her parents. The couple 
wanted him to perform the ceremony, but 
he was out of town when they were 
married at St. Agnes Church in May. 

Before Deacon Pollock embarked on 
his ministry, he attended a two-week 
seminar at the Houston Chaplaincy 
Training School. 

The program applied the principles of 
clinical pastoral education to seafarers’ 
chaplains. It included lectures from 
custom officials, immigration inspectors 
and agricultural examiners of cargo. The 
12 trainees learned of seafarers’ rights 
and pending legislation affecting these 
rights. They also polished their group 
interaction skills. 


“Our mission is not to proselytize,”’ 
but to assist with the men’s immediate 
needs, Deacon Pollock explained. Many 
are non-Christian Asians. ‘‘Some need 
counseling in their working relationships 
with other crew members.’’ Dissension 
often arises among crews comprised of 
different nationalities. If such conflicts 
become serious, he can contact an 
international agency, he added. 

Guidelines in the pastoral care of 
seafarers ask the chaplain to extend a 
“caring, non-exploiting friendship 
inspiring trust and confidence” and 
bring ‘‘the good news of Jesus Christ in 
witness, word and worship.’’ They also 
ask him to provide seafarers ‘‘the support 
of a larger Christian community.’’ 

In many ports, this support is offered at 
a seamen’s center. 

Deacon Pollock decried the lack of such 
a center in San Diego. ‘“The men need a 
place where they can relax, with lounge 
chairs and telephones,’’ he said, adding 
that he has tried to obtain a facility from 
the City of San Diego. 

Yet, he steers his course around this 
obstacle, searching for new ways to help 
the estranged travelers feel at home in the 
Port of San Diego. Local priests are 
available to celebrate Mass on the ships, if 
this is requested, he said. 

He views his chaplaincy as a ‘‘new 
page in the book of his spiritual journey.”’ 
However, he emphasized that his first 
obligation is to St. Agnes parish where he 
preaches, gives sacramental preparation 
and administers the Sacrament of 
Baptism. 

In September he will attend the annual 
conference for those in the maritime 
ministry. ““This year’s theme will focus. 
on a theology of ministry to Asian 
seafarers, with special emphasis on 
Chinese,’’ he said. 

The conference will be held on a cruise 
ship sailing from San Pedro to Ensenada, 
with a stop in San Diego. 

In the meantime, he peers through the 
binoculars in his kitchen, sighting ships 
slipping into and out of the harbor. Some 
are “‘his’’ vessels he can identify from 
color snapshots he takes of each one.

replies to letter 
about Waldheim 


Having read the letter entitled, ‘“No Apologies Are 
Needed by Church Over Waldheim’’ in the July 31 
edition of the Southern Cross, I feel more sadness than 
anger. 

It is astounding that the writer forgives Kurt Waldheim 
and, by extension, the other killers of those who once 
constituted his people. 

Perhaps he should be equally forgiving to those who 
have questioned the appropriateness of the Holy Father’s 
meeting with an individual whose past is so tainted. 

In addition, his anger seems to be directed more 
, against Jews than anyone 
else. He says that ‘‘I for one 
am sick of hearing about 6 
million Jews who died ‘in 
concentration camps.”’ 

Quite candidly, I find it difficult to believe it is a 
statement by an individual who at one time had any 
relationship with the Jewish people. 

It is true that 7 million non-Jews also died, but most 
studies of the Holocaust concentrate on Jews for a very 
simple fact. The Jews were targeted for annihilation not 
for what they did, not for what they attempted, not for 
any disloyalty to the occupying authority, but simply 
because they were Jewish. 

Finally, the writer suggests that ‘‘if Kurt Waldheim has 
done anything wrong, it is up to God to judge that, not 
any element on this earth.’’ Perhaps he should argue 
against the existence of any courts of law, or any moral 
and ethical judgments our society and our faith 
communities might make against those who commit 
crimes. 

If the writer wished to follow his own advice, any 
wrongdoing by Jewish organizations should have been left 
up to God to judge, and his letter should never have been 
written in the first place.

At best there would be the caretakers of 
government in residence, some tourists, and busloads of 
high school students taking in the sights. 

In 1987, we have had all sorts of activities. The big 
question is where to start? So, let’s start with the Iran- 
Contra hearings, and let’s start at the beginning. 

Can you even imagine, in your worst scenario, trading 
arms to terrorist Iran to ransom hostages? Whatever 
happened to the patriotic tactic we learned in school, 
‘*Millions for defense, but not one cent for tribute!’’ Did 
we need this scandal to discover that it won’t work 


anyway? 
Maryknoll learned this in the 1920s. When the Chinese 
warlords captured some of the first Maryknoll 


Missionaries in China and demanded ransom, Maryknoll 
sent word immediately, ‘‘No, they have no cash or 
ransom value.’’ The missionaries were released, and no 
one ever took another one of them hostage. There was no 
profit in it. 

But some bright men in the basement of the White 
House, ignorant of history, tried to reason with terrorists. 
Incredible. 

Then, the next step was to divert the inflated profits 


from the sale to Iran to another group in Central 
America, a group that looks suspiciously like another 
terrorist organization to me. Of course, there are no 
records of how the money was spent, who spent it, for 
what purpose and whether anyone made a profit from the 
sale. 


To get a little more current, we watched a Marine 
Corps lieutenant colonel, in full decorated uniform, admit 
to being a liar, a cheat and a con man, all for patriotic 
reasons, of course. Did you see the sign on Miramar 
Road that blared, ‘‘Ollie North for President’’? Was it 
another illustration of moral bankruptcy or was it just a 
sick joke? 

North. was followed to the witness stand by an admiral 
of the U.S. Navy who claims he kept. the: president 
ignorant of this little scandal. Obviously, he knew it 
would be a scandal, since he and North were ready to be 
the ‘‘fall-guys’’ if it ever came out. 


Our brave, heroic Marine ran from that like a real 
coward when he heard that there might be criminal 
charges, and maybe a jail sentence. So much for 
patriotism and heroics. 

This brings us only to the middle of the Summer of ’87. 

A further parade of witnesses only prolonged the agony, 
and gave a few congressional people a chance to get their 
share of the limelight on television. 
' This is the same summer that saw us rush into the 
Persian Gulf, half a world away from us, while 
communists seem to be making inroads in Central 
America and the Carribean, far closer to home. 

This could go on, like the ‘‘Perils of Pauline,’’ or some 
other movie serial. 


Honesty still the best policy 


When the summer began, the American focus had 
settled squarely on Gary Hart and Jim Bakker, and the 
public made a clear moral judgment: It will not tolerate 
sexual inpropriety in its political and religious leaders. 


In many ways, this American intolerance is rather 
startling when studied against a number of reputable 
studies and analyses of American patterns of behavior. 


Recent publications from the Princeton Research 
Center testify, for example, to the high divorce rate 
among Americans; the high instances of teen-age cheating 
on examinations; the growing acceptance of condom ads 
that sustain a morally-free advocacy. 


One cannot help but wonder why the outcry against 
Hart and Bakker was so vociferous when the general 
moral climate is so permissive and tolerant? 

Perhaps some window into this perplexity can be found 
in the Time magazine poll that was conducted the night 
before Hart’s withdrawal from the field of presidential 
candidates. 5 

Of those surveyed, 34 percent believed Hart’s story, 
but 47 percent said that he was probably lying. © 

By a rather astonishing ratio of 10 to 1, those polled 
indicated they would be more troubled by Hart’s not 
telling the truth than by any extramarital sexual relations. 

Asked what would bother them more, only 7 percent 
cited extramarital sex, while 69 percent cited ‘‘not telling 
the truth.”’ 

Interestingly in the Iran-Contra affair, another Time 
poll discovered this same attitude. When asked what 
bothered them most in this whole affair, 9 percent cited 
sending money to contras, 25 percent cited sending 
money to Iran; but 51 percent pointed to President 
Reagan not telling ‘‘everything that happened.” 


This same factor of truth-telling is found in the Jim 
Bakker scandal. 

Both Bakker and his top executive engaged in a cover- 
up. Again, truth-telling is a central moral issue. 

The prophet Isaiah counsels that ‘‘your integrity goes

before you.’’ This counsel sustains significant moral 
specificity in the Hart-Bakker controversies: It is morally 
important to look beyond an act to truly examine what the 
deed ‘‘says’’ about a person. 

Behavior demands accountability. It is not acceptable 
to pretend to be one thing while being another. 

These recent politi-al/religious discoveries prove once 
again the insight of Marshall McLuhan that the medium 
is the message. Personal integrity lies at the core of 
individual morality. 

Personal integrity and veracity are essential moral 
components. One’s person must evidence a capacity to be 
trusted. 

Bakker was found guilty by the Assemblies of God for 
arranging ‘“‘hush-money payments.”’ 

Church officials of the Assemblies of God observed that 
adultery alone justifies defrocking. 

When the whole scene is viewed, however, it seems that 
the critical element was not sexual misconduct but lack of 
personal veracity. 

Isaiah had an incredibly significant moral point: ‘‘Your 
integrity goes before you.”’

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Jews to meet with pope before U.S. Visit

WASHINGTON — U.S. Catholic 
officials and several Jewish leaders hope 
an upcoming meeting between Vatican 
officials and Jewish representatives will 
help ease strained relations between the 
two groups. 

The date of the meeting has not been 
established, but officials from both sides 
expect the meeting to be later this month. 

Vatican-Jewish relations have been 
strained since Pope John Paul II met June 
25. with Austrian President Kurt 
Waldheim, who has been accused of Nazi 
wartime activities in Yugoslavia. After 
the Waldheim meeting, some Jewish 
leaders threatened not to attend a meeting 
scheduled with the pope in Miami Sept. 
ty 

In San Francisco, marchers picketed a 
papal visit fund-raiser, and Archbishop 
John R. Quinn issued a four-page letter 
defending the pope’s meeting with 


Waldheim. 

The Vatican invitation to Jewish 
leaders was from Cardinal Johannes 
-Willebrands to Rabbi Mordecai 


Waxman, chairman of the International 
Jewish Committee on _ Interreligious 
Consultations. Cardinal Willebrands is 
president of the Vatican Secretariat for 
Promoting Christian Unity and _ the 
Commission for Religious Relations with 
Jews. | 

Eugene J. Fisher, executive secretary 
of the U.S. bishops’ Secretariat for 
Catholic-Jewish Relations, said the 
Vatican initiative ‘‘will go a long way 
toward healing the wounds’’ from the 
Waldheim visit.

Msgr. Bryan Walsh, chairman of the 
Miami archdiocesan Ecumenical and 
Interfaith Commission, said the planned 
meeting was ‘‘good news for Miami.’’ 


Msgr. Walsh said the pope-Waldheim 
visit and various Catholic-Jewish 
meetings that followed might turn out to 
be ‘‘a blessing in disguise’’ for increased 
dialogue. 


Jewish leaders hope the meeting will 
help put Vatican-Jewish relations back on 
track, said Rabbi Marc Tanenbaum, 
director of international relations for the 
American Jewish Committee. 

On Aug. 5, 20 Jewish leaders met for 
three hours in New York before accepting 
the Vatican invitation. In a statement 
issued after the meeting, Jewish leaders 
said the invitation followed a July 9 
consultation in New York between four 
Jewish leaders and Cardinal Agostino 
Casaroli, Vatican secretary of state. 

Rabbi Tanenbaum said Rabbi 
Waxman understood that the meeting 
would be with Cardinals Willebrands and 
Casaroli and members of their respective 
secretariats. 

He said Jewish leaders expect to talk 
about the pope-Waldheim meeting, 
Vatican and Jewish perceptions of the 
Nazi Holocaust and the issue of increased 
anti-Semitism. 
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““We were told that the next day there 
would be a meeting with the pope’’ that 
would last 60-90 minutes and would 
include frank discussions, not formal 
statements as planned for Miami, he said. 


But an informed Vatican source said 
the Waldheim visit was not expected to be 
an issue in the talks. The Vatican view is 
that ‘‘it’s over. The Holy See received 
this person and now it’s history,’’ said the 
source. 


At the Vatican, Father Pierre Duprey, 
vice president of the Commission for 
Religious Relations with Jews, said the 
meeting probably would deal with a 
broad range of Catholic-Jewish religious 
issues, but would not include discussions 
about the Waldheim meeting. 

Father Duprey said the Vatican has 
“nothing to discuss about the (Waldheim) 
question in this meeting.”’ 

Vatican officials said the meeting 
would include Cardinal-Willebrands and 
others on the Commission for Religious 
Relations with Jews. 

“‘At the end, it’s foreseen that Cardinal 
Willebrands will present these people to 
the pope, with a view toward the meeting 
they will have in Miami,’’ said Vatican 
press spokesman Joaquin Navarro-Valls. 

Gunther Lawrence, director of public 
information for the Synagogue Council of 
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America, said Jewish leaders’ acceptance 
of the Vatican invitation ‘‘was in no way 
a quid pro quo’’ for the Miami meeting. 

“At this point everything as far as 
Miami, while it is going forward 
logistically, is going to be reviewed after 
this meeting,’’ he said. 

Lawrence also said Jewish leaders were 
pleased at the roles of U.S. bishops in 
arranging the meeting with the Vatican. 
He especially praised Archbishop John L. 
May of St. Louis, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
and Bishop William H. Keeler of 
Harrisburg, Pa., chairman of the NCCB 
Committee on Ecumenical and 
Interreligious Affairs. 

The International Jewish Committee - 
for Interreligious Consultations has 
represented the world Jewish community 
in discussions with the Vatican since 
1972. Member agencies are - the 
Synagogue Council of America, the 
American Jewish Committee, B’nai 
B’rith International, Israel Interfaith 
Association and the World Jewish 
Congress. 

In San Francisco, Archbishop Quinn 
said in an open letter dated June 29 that — 
the pope’s meeting with Waldheim 
“‘cannot objectively’ be seen as ‘‘lack of 
esteem and respect’’ by the pope and the 
Vatican for Jewish people. He stressed 
the pope’s position as head of state and 
said the visit with Waldheim was part of 
Vatican diplomacy. 

Archbishop Quinn, who will host the 
pope in San Francisco Sept. 17-18, also 
defended the Vatican’s lack of diplomatic 
relations with Israel, saying the Vatican 
position did not imply non-acceptance of 
Israel as a state.

LA JOLLA — Over the last five 
years, San’ Diego’s Thomas More 
Society has experienced a resurgence, 
according to the group’s president. 

““Many Catholic lawyers and judges 
didn’t know we _ existed,’’ Don 
Tremblay said of a group that has about 
150’members and was founded in 1958. 

The Thomas More Society — which 
has chapters nationwide — is a 
professional organization that includes 
both lawyers and judges.

Customers buy them as gifts ‘‘for 
people who are very fond of the pope,”’ he 
said. One of the orders was for a priest in 
Virginia who uses it in his rectory garden. 

Lebow calls the sprinkler ‘‘garden 
art.”’ 


“When people finally get one and put it, 


in the middle of their flowers,’’ he said, 
“‘then they see how beautiful it is.’’ 

Like the pope mask, the sprinkler has 
led to a bonafide business for Lebow and 
Gahan: Fun Company. They now plan to 
market a whole line of celebrity hose 
heads. 

For those who often pray they make it 
to work on time, a Birmingham, Ala., 
company offers a quartz wristwatch with 
a color portrait of the pope. 
Advertisements for the $30 watches have 
appeared in several Catholic newspapers. 

Locally, several businesses have taken 
advantage of the pope’s California stops. 
The Silver. Dollar Collectors Club of 
Vista, a rare coin business in operation 
for 26 years, is selling a ‘‘double 
commemorative’’ coin. 

The coin, which depicts the pope on 
one side and Father Junipero Serra on the 
other, is available in silver and gold. 
According to Chuck Felthaus, only 6,000 
silver and 750 gold coins were minted. 


One of the few papal souvenirs which 
lacks the pontiff’s image is being offered 
by Mission Valley Gifts of Gonzales, 
Calif. The miniture handcrafted ox cart is 


a planter and comes with a clay pot. 


According to Fernando DeLeon, the ox 
cart was the main means of transportation 
at the early missions. Underneath the cart 
is the date of the pope’s Mass in 
Monterey. 

DeLeon hopes to sell the 1,500 planters 
made in his wood shop through an 
advertisement in the official program of 
the pope’s Monterey visit. 

“I feel my item, which is typical of the 
early missions, should carry at least a little 
character of our area, said De Leon.”’ 

Byron Villacres of Poway is selling 
homemade buttons with a picture of the 
pope which reads: ‘‘Welcome Pope John 
Paul II.’’ He also plans to attend 
ceremonies in ‘Los Angeles and record 
ceremonies on videotape. 

‘“‘There is no guarantee whatsoever,’’ 
he said of the video, which he is selling for 
$10.90. 

None of the items being sold to 
commemorate the pope’s visit -have the 
endorsement or sanction of church 
officials. Buyers should remember Ralph 
Nadir’s maxim: caveat emptor, let the buyer 
beware.

WASHINGTON — In Los ‘Angeles, 
the 150,000 tickets for the papal Masses at 
the Los Angeles Coliseum and Dodger 
Stadium are long gone. 

In Detroit, the 94,000 free tickets to the 
Mass celebrated by Pope John Paul II are 
moving slowly, a concern to ticket 
coordinator Immaculate Heart of Mary 
Sister Rose Matthew. 

She fears that people have been unduly 
put off. by plans requiring some 
ticketholders to be at the Pontiac 
Silverdome for the 4:15 p.m. Mass by 10 
a.m. 

‘*There will be live television coverage 
of the events on a big screen, a pre-events 
program, and the food concessions will be 


-open,”’ said Sister Matthew. ‘‘I can’t see 


how it will be such a terrible hardship.”’ 
But many in the Detroit Archdiocese 
apparently plan to watch-the pope from 
home on television or in person at 
Detroit’s Hart Plaza, estimated to have a” 
capacity of up to 1 million people. The 
pope is slated to give a major social justice 
address there and attendance requires 
neither ticket nor arriving six hours early. 
In most places, however, tickets for the 
papal Masses and prayer services are 
being grabbed up. Traditional U.S. 
vacation spots, such as New Orleans and 


Phoenix, Ariz., have gotten ticket 
requests from all across the nation. 
New Orleans had 250,000 tickets 


available for a Mass at the University of 
New Orleans. With local and neighboring 
dioceses accommodated, workers at the 
papal visit hotline (504-866-POPE) have 
begun to fill requests from tour groups, 
““some even originating in places the pope 
is scheduled to visit,’’ ~said one hotline 


worker. 

In Phoenix, the papal visit office cannot 
be so accommodating. All 75,000 tickets 
already have been spoken for and visitors 
from up north are being refused tickets to 
the Mass at the Arizona State University, 
a spokesman there said. 

In Miami, no tickets are needed for the 
Mass at Tamiami Park which has a 
capacity of about 350,000. Originally, 
Mass participants were strongly urged to 
use inexpensive shuttle service which was 
being provided to the Mass but that plan 
recently was scrapped when the 
archdiocese could not rent enough buses 
for the crowd. 

“‘The whole transportation issue is 
being reviewed,’’ said a spokesman at the

In San Francisco, Candlestick Park has 
seating for 71,000 persons at the Mass 
and tickets are being distributed through 
parishes. Some pastors are requesting a 
donation for tickets though this has been 
discouraged by chancery officials. Many 
parishes plan lotteries for the tickets. 

No tickets are required for the Mass in 
San Antonio, Texas, where the natural 
144-acre amphitheater in Westover Hills 
where the Mass is to take place is 
estimated to have a 500,000-person 
capacity. However, local hotels are 
completely booked with the nearest rooms 
now in Austin, 60 miles away. 

A San Antonio papal visit official, 
Richard Hemberger, said people will

stand in the amphitheater, except for the 
sheriff’s patrol — 200 police on horseback 
riding around the rim of the crowd. 


In Columbia, S.C., where a prayer 
service at William-Brice Stadium rather 
than a Mass is the major worship event, 
requests for the 75,000 tickets for the 
service exceed demand. Another 
20,000-30,000 persons are expected at the 
local airport where arrival and departure 
ceremonies have not been billed as public 
events. 

Requests began to come in January, 
said Paul Cole Beach, communications 
director for the Charleston Diocese, 
which is hosting the event. 

In Monterey, Calif., 100,000 tickets 
are going fast, especially since media in 
Los Angeles suggested people go up the 
coast to Monterey when tickets for the 
two Los Angeles Masses were all spoken 
for. 


Calls for tickets for Monterey’s papal 
Mass at Laguna Seca Raceway are being 
referred to local parishes by the diocese, 
and Ted Elisee, diocesan director of 
communications, said the diocese is 
assessing each parish to offset the cost of 
the visit. 

Such assessments are a common 
procedure across the country to cover 
expenses in the dioceses on the papal 
itinerary, he said, adding that Monterey 
pastors were told 10 months ago what the 
assessments would be and that they could 
decide how to raise the money. But, he 
said, they were told they could not charge 
for the tickets. The assessments are based 
on parish population. 

He added that a number of pastors 
have asked for a ‘‘free-will offering’ in 
exchange for tickets but that no one would 
be refused a ticket for lack of money.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas — San Antonio’s top 
public health official resigned Aug. 3, saying hundreds 
may die in sweltering heat during the city’s papal 
Mass. 

But an archdiocesan spokesman Aug. 6 said the 
official ‘‘overreacted,’’ and stressed the church is 
making every effort to minimize the effects of the heat 
upon Mass participants. 

Temperatures in San Antonio typically are in the 
mid-90s during September. San Antonio is the fourth 
stop on Pope John Paul II’s Sept. 10-20 visit to the 
United States and Canada. 
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‘““The utmost concern of the archdiocese is and has 
always been the health and safety of everyone 
concerned,’’ Richard Hemberger, an archdiocesan 
spokesman, said in a telephone interview. 


Dr. Katharine Rathbun, director of the San Antonio 
Metropolitan Health District, said lack of adequate 
water, toilets and space at the treeless, 144-acre site 
outside San Antonio would make the Mass to be 
celebrated Sept. 13 by Pope John Paul II unsafe. 


She submitted her resignation after city and church 
officials did not act on her request that the crowd at the 
Mass be limited to 125,000. 

Church officials have predicted as many. as 500,000

Rathbun, who planned to resign Sept. 18 to move to 
Denver with her family, said she would leave her post 
early because of disagreements with the Archdiocese of 
San Antonio over the issue.

Father Clark said the diocese has approved the church’s 
master plan, and $1.85 millon in cash and pledges have 
been contributed to the building fund. 

If fundraising eontinues to be successful, ‘‘we hope to 
build the church sometime next year, with the diocese’s 
permission.’’ An internationally known architect was 
hired for the project, Father Clark said. 

Since Sept. 10, 1985, St. Gregory the Great 
parishioners have gathered at Jerabek Elementary School 
auditorium for Sunday Masses. Weekday services are 
held at the temporary rectory of Father James Poulsen, 
pastor. 

‘We've grown from 115 to 537 families,’’ Father 
Poulsen said. The lack of a permanent structure ‘“‘hasn’t 
seemed to keep them away. Every week we have people 
sign up.”’ 

Although this parish has a sufficient number of 
members to support new construction, the Scripps Ranch 
community planners overlooked the need for designating 
church property. 

The diocese has been trying to acquire land in Scripps 
Ranch for eight years, said Father Poulsen, adding that a 
six-acre site may soon be available. 

This fall, weekend services will move from Jerabek 
School to an office building with 5,400 square feet of 
space. 

‘We have a relatively young community,”’ he said of 
the parish. ‘‘There was a great desire here for a parish, 
and a real excitement.”’ 

The priest found it a challenge ‘“‘coming in, not 
knowing anyone and starting a faith community from 
scratch.’’ He said he first noticed a real sense of 
community among the worshippers on Easter of 1986. 

Even though the Sacrament of the Eucharist is ‘‘the 
heart of it all,”” he said, the parish needs social gatherings 
to complete the community spirit. 

This is difficult to achieve without a parish center. ‘‘In 
order for us to blossom we have to become more than a 
worshipping community,’’ said Father Poulsen. 

He is pleased that the new pastors are in close contact 
and ‘‘meet socially for mutual support and ideas.”’ 

‘*The secret of establishing a parish is finding the best 
possible secretary,’’ he added, praising his parish 
secretary, Carmen Gronich. 

Although Corpus Christi parish was founded a year 
earlier than its sister parishes, the congregation also 
gathers at two temporary sites for services. 

On Sunday mornings the faithful meet in the Bonita 
Golf Course banquet room for liturgy. A well-insulated 
wall partition divides the large, dimly-lit room from the 
golf course restaurant, where many parishioners gather 
for breakfast after Mass. 

At first glance one could mistake the setting for an 
actual church: chairs neatly assembled around a large 
wooden altar (hand-made by a parishioner), with a 
lectern on one side and a cantor’s podium on the other. 

But as the eye wanders south, floor-to-ceiling windows 
reveal golfers on a practice green brushing up on their 
putting. 

Corpus Christi parishioners have been meeting at the 
Bonita Golf Course since the church was established Sept. 
1, 1984. They also rent Good Shepherd Episcopal Church 
for daily, Saturday and holy day Masses. 

The pastor, Father John Proctor, was assigned to the 
parish last fall. He replaced founding pastor Father 
Stephen Dunn, who was assigned to Holy Trinity parish 
in E] Cajon. 

Father Proctor said the parish has purchased 4.9 acres 
of land on Corral Canyon Road in Bonita Long Canyon. 

‘‘There’s a whole housing development area going up 
around it,’’ he said. With luck, prayer and enough funds, 
the pastor anticipates groundbreaking ceremonies in June 
1989. 

Approximately 560 families are registered at Corpus 
Christi, making it the largest ‘‘churchless’’ parish in the 
diocese. Presently, three Masses are celebrated on 
Sundays, and Father Proctor expects a fourth liturgy to be 
added in September or October. 

“Since I’ve been here we’ve added 
families,’’ he said. 

There is a ‘‘tremendous excitement’ on the part of 
parishioners and the pastor to move into their own 
building. ‘‘We are expending a lot of money for rent, 
$2,000 a month, which could go into the building fund,”’ 
Father Proctor said. 

The parish also rents space at the Bonnie Brae 
Shopping Center for parish offices. 

Corpus Christi has raised over $225,000, in part from 
property sold, for the building campaign. Stage One of 
the official building campaign netted $100,000, according 
to Father Proctor. Stage Two will begin in January, with

Formerly vice officialis of the diocese, Father Proctor 
said his first pastoral assignment has convinced him that 
“‘the church of the ’80s depends on lay ministries. ’’ 

“‘There is a splendid willingness of the people to 
become involved in lay ministries on every level,’’ he 
said. As testimony to his convictions, the pastor has 
turned over key responsibilities to qualified individuals 
and gives them total control. 

““Trying to make limited resources stretch to a variety 
of ministries’’ is a constant task for new parishes, said 
Father Proctor. ‘‘We also have to begin all ministries 


from scratch.’’ 

A moratorium in housing development in Carlsbad has 
hampered efforts by St. Thomas More parish to purchase 
property for a church site. According to Father Robert 
White, pastor, a slow-growth initiative passed last year 
has had an adverse effect on new churches and schools in 
the area. ‘Nothing is definite right now,’ he said of the 
situation. “It’s a long process of okaying building. They 
(city planners) are being careful and slow.”’ 


In addition, private land owners refuse to sell their 
farmland, he added.

WASHINGTON — Several U.S. . 
bishops have voiced opposition to U.S. 
aid to the Nicaraguan rebels but differed 
over whether Nicaragua’s government is 
influenced by Soviet ideology. 

Cardinal Bernard F. Law of Boston, 
meanwhile, said the Nicaragua debate 
focuses too much on whether the U.S. 
should aid the counterrevolutionaries, 
popularly known as the contras, and not 
enough on creative solutions to the 
conflict. 

The comments were made as the Iran- 
contra hearings concluded on Capitol Hill 
and as Central American foreign 
ministers met in Guatemala in hopes of 
bringing about a negotiated peace. 

Brooklyn Auxiliary Bishop Joseph M. 
Sullivan, chairman of the U.S. bishops’ 
Committee on Social Development and 


@ World Peace, said after a meeting with 


Central American bishops that he had 
come to believe the Sandinista 
government of Nicaragua is ‘‘Marxist- 
Leninist’’ and “‘totalitarian.”’ 

But he said in a recent interview he still 
opposed aid to the contras and expected 
the U.S. bishops would reaffirm their 
opposition at their November meeting. 

Bishop Sullivan was one of five U.S. 
bishops representing the U.S. Catholic 
Conference who met with a delegation of 
11 Central American bishops from 
the episcopal secretariat of 
Central America and Panama, July 21-23 
in San Jose, Costa Rica. 

Detroit Auxiliary Bishop Thomas J. 
Gumbleton said that Nicaragua is buying 
weapons from the Soviets, ‘“‘but they are 
not buying Soviet ideology.”’ - 

His meetings with Nicaraguan 
government leaders lead him to. believe 
that ‘‘they’re determined to be an 
independent nation. They have been kind 
of.a colony for 130 years. They are not 
going to give up their independence to be 
a backyard country to the Soviet Union or 
anybody,” he said. 

“From what I know, the Nicaraguan 
government is based as much on Catholic 
social teaching as any government I’ve 
ever heard of,”’ he said. 

Cardinal Law, in a_ 1,200-word 
statement titled ‘‘Breaking the Nicaragua 
Stalemate,’’ said debate on Nicaragua 
has centered too much on the question of 
assisting the contras. 

Instead of treating Nicaragua as a 
‘‘political football,’’ he said, the United 
States should develop a bipartisan policy 
toward Nicaragua, support the 
‘Contadora process of regional peace 
negotiations, and push measures to 
promote dialogue among. contending 
factions in Nicaragua. 
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The statement was published in the 
July 24 issue of The Pilot, newspaper of 
the Archdiocese of Boston. 

In the ‘statement, Cardinal Law said 
debate on Nicaragua has centered on two 
‘caricatures’? of the U-.S.-supported 
Nicaraguan contras. : 

‘‘Like all caricatures, they are grossly 
overdone,’’ he said. ‘‘One would present 
them as a movement controlled by former 
functionaries of the (Nicaraguan dictator 
Anastasio) Somoza regime intent on 
restoring a repressive oligarchy, and 
would lead one to oppose aid.”’ 

The other, he said, would present the 
contras as a ‘‘spontaneous, band of 
freedom fighters intent on establishing 


democracy, and would lead one to 
support aid.”’ 
Cardinal Law said the U.S. 


government is not limited to a choice 
between these two caricatures. 

“‘While it is legitimate to be concerned 
about the present orientation and drift of 
the (Nicaraguan) Sandinista regime, I 
question whether the only way in which 
permanent change can occur is through 
military pressure exerted by the contras.”’ 
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The contras will not win, he said, 


without ‘‘overpowering’’ military 
pressure, which would likely mean direct 
U.S. intervention. “‘This I would 


consider to be most ill-advised,’ the 
cardinal said. 

Bishop Sullivan suggested that instead 
of aiding the contras the U.S. 
government should directly address the 
Soviet Union and ‘‘say what it will not 
tolerate in Central America.”’ 

The Central American bishops, he 
said, reject the idea that the Sandinista 
government developed as it did only 
because of U.S. ‘‘insensitivity,’’ or takes 
its present stance because of U.S. aid to 
the contras. Their view, he said, is that 
the Sandinistas from the beginning 
intended to operate in a non-democratic 
fashion. 

The U.S. bishops, like the Central 
American bishops, said Bishop Sullivan, 
oppose military aid from any outside 
source to any Central American group. 
‘But the dilemma is that we speak to the 
American Congress.... Who’s speaking 
to Havana and Moscow? A major 
concern is what will happen if aid is 


withdrawn only from one side.”’ 

A joint communique issued by the 
Central American and U.S. bishops who 
met in Costa Rica agreed Central 
American conflict must. be— solved 
politically rather than militarily. 

In dealing with Central America, the, 
United States must ‘‘give clear priority 
not to military aid but to economic 
assistance for development,”’ it said. 

Both thé bishops issuing the 
communique and Cardinal Law voiced 
support for the Contadora process, a 
diplomatic blueprint for peace outlined by 
Colombia, Mexico, Panama and 
Venezuela, and the so-called Contadora 
support group of Urugtay, Peru, Brazil 
and Argentina. 


The bishops’ communique also backed 
peace initiatives drawn up by Costa 
Rican President Oscar Arias Sanchez, 
which were debated at the Guatemala 
summit. 


The plan calls for an end to outside aid 
for rebel groups and a prohibition on use 
of one nation’s territory in the region to 
attack another.

visit to the United States because the 
approval process will not be completed by 
then. 

According to Joaquin Navarro-Valls, 
the chief press spokesman for the Vatican, 
Pope John Paul II chose not to waive 
‘‘approval of the cause’’ by a committee 
of cardinals. 

Several Native American groups have 
criticized Father Serra for being a symbol 
of an oppressive Spanish colonialism and 
have threatened to demonstrate during 
the papal visit. 

Navarro-Valls mentioned neither the 
criticisms nor the possible protests in 
announcing that the Franciscan would 
not be beatified during the pope’s U.S. 
visit. 

Father Serra’s case still has to be 
approved by a plenary assembly of 
cardinals who are members of the Vatican 
Congregation for Sainthood Causes, said 
Navarro- Valls. 

“‘The pope could have made an 
exception but he chose not to because he 
would then have to make exceptions in 
other cases,’’ he said. 

Navarro-Valls said ‘‘a plenary meeting 
just can’t be done in August.’’ He noted 
that August is a vacation month at the 


- Vatican, and most of the offices there 


work with skeleton staffs this month. 
There are 19 cardinal-members of the 
sainthood congregation. 

Father Noel Moholy, the San Francisco 
priest who has led the campaign to have 
Father Serra declared a saint, said he was 
“‘upset and disturbed’’ when first told of 
the latest development. 

Then, he said, he visited Father Serra’s 
grave at the Carmel Mission. 

“‘T went to pray at the old man’s 
grave,’’ Father Moholy said. ‘“Then I 
said Mass and a marvelous peace of mind 
came over me.”’

A local contact within the Vatican said 
officials there were aware of. Father 
Moholy’s ‘‘announcement,’’ but denied 
it was a major factor in the decision to 
postpone the decision on Father Serra. 


“‘The one, key factor was the ‘need for 
the approval of the cardinals,’’ the 
Vatican source said. ‘By the time the two

WASHINGTON — The Archdiocese 
of Washington has lost its ‘‘founding 
father and first pastor’? and the Catholic 
Church has “‘lost a loyal teacher and 
caring servant’’ with the death Aug. 10 of 
Cardinal Patrick A. O’Boyle, said 
Archbishop James A. Hickey of 
Washington. 


““Tt’s a very sad day. ... Washington 
has lost a courageous voice for racial and 
economic justice. I have lost a very good 
friend, a brother bishop and a_ kind 
mentor,’’ Archbishop Hickey said at a 
press conference Aug. 10. 


The cardinal, who was 91, died at 


Providence Hospital in Washington of / } @ < 


pneumonia and kidney failure. Two 
weeks earlier he had undergone surgery at 
‘Georgetown University Hospital to repair 
a hip injured in a fall July 26 at his 
Washington home. Following his 
recovery he was released but recently was 
readmitted to Providence. 

A funeral Mass was scheduled for noon 
Aug. 14 at St. Matthew’s Cathedral. 
Burial was to be in the cathedral’s crypt. 
A vespers service was set for Aug. 13 
followed by an evening Mass at the 
cathedral. 

The cardinal, who was the oldest U.S. 
cardinal and the fourth oldest prelate in 
the College of Cardinals, is survived by 
four: cousins in Scranton, Pa., where he 
was born in 1896. 

Cardinal O’ Boyle, who retired in 1973, 
was consecrated as the first resident 
archbishop of Washington in 1948. The 
archdiocese was separated from the 
Archdiocese of Baltimore in 1947.

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Joan of Arc —a home for working wome 


Catholic shelter provides safe, affordable housing for women in downtown San Diego

SAN DIEGO — They come from 
Washington, D.C., Argentina and the 
Philippine Islands, but they share the 
same home — Joan of Arc Residence at 
Third and Beech Street. 

“I didn’t intend staying,’’ said a 
27-year-old woman who has lived there a 
year. The central location, safe 
environment and below-market rental 

_ rates changed her mind. 

Joan Siaumau, a resident of 14 
months, said she has no intention of 
leaving. She enjoys what many women 
there consider the best of two worlds — 
the privacy of their own rooms and the 
companionship of other women for meals 
and recreation. 

For Gisele Auer, a two-year resident, 
the home offers convenient access to St. 
Joseph Cathedral and to Cathedral Plaza 
where her mother resides. 

“It’s a good spot to see the beauties of 
San Diego,’’ said another tenant, 
describing her walks to the Embarcadero, 
Seaport Village, Balboa Park and the 
library on E Street. 

“Pll stay as long as I can,’’ said Diane 
Ladeda, a convert to Catholicism. She 
was drawn to the home five years ago by 
the Sisters who operate it and by the 
presence of the Blessed Sacrament in the 

_chapel. 

"The two-story apartment-like building 
is owned and administered by members of 
the Religious of Jesus and Mary. 

Seventy-five percent of the residents 
are Catholics, said Sister Gertrude 
Belanger, administrator, adding that a 
few join the Sisters for prayer. 
Occasionally a priest from the cathedral 
rectory celebrates Mass in the chapel. 

Three Sisters presently staff the home. 
Sister Mary Roland Jalbert is directress of 
residents and Sister Immaculate Heart 
Perez is receptionist. 

The building can accommodate a total 
of 70 working women and students. It is 
filled to capacity and has a waiting list, 
Sister Belanger said. 

The building offers several furnished 
four-room apartments for $400 or less, 
rooms with a private bath for $185 and 
rooms without a private bath for $170. 

“ Rooms can also be rented on a weekly or 
daily basis, Sister Belanger explained. A 
$10 monthly fee permits use of kitchen 
facilities. 

The women can eat in their own 
rooms, or in the dining area and TV 
lounges. They plan special meals and 
parties for holidays. The enclosed garden 
area behind the building was their choice 
for the July 4 picnic. 

“The residence ‘‘provides a_ safe 
environment for students and working 
women in an atmosphere which fosters 
the values of Christian community 
living,”’ literature advertising the home

This philosophy was embodied in the 
comment of a resident who described 
Sister Belanger as ‘‘caring and efficient.”’ 

Some women remain a few months, 
others for 15 years. ‘‘A few have come in 
need of peace, quiet and privacy. They 
found it here,’’ the administrator said. 

The residence was established in 1938 
at the request of Bishop Charles F. 
Buddy. According to Sister Perez, it was 
inspired by one of his clerical employees 
from New York who told the bishop she 
was then living at the YWCA. 

When he expressed his disapproval of 
that environment for her, she mentioned 
a Joan of Arc residence in New York 
operated by a community of Sisters. 

The bishop resolved to have a Joan of 
Arc residence in San Diego and requested 
the Religious of Jesus and Mary to staff 
it, Sister Perez said.
